Comma-Picking Legalisms 


We’ve been wondering for 


a.long time now whether the 


town is hiding behind the skirts of legal technicalities on 
too many occasions, when something unpleasant arises. 


For there are times when 


it is necessary, for the com- 


mon good, to use a liberal interpretation of a statute, just 


as there are times when it becomes logical to use every 
technicality in the book to prevent a situation from arising. 
Qur comments can not be directed at any specific case, 


nor at any individual, On the 


many cases where comma- 


other hand, we have observed 
picking, i-dotting and hair- 


splitting have interfered with logical action. 

For example, common sense took over on the occasion 
of a Selectmen’s discussion about probable violations ‘of 
zoning by-laws, dating back a number of years. The Board 
decided it is impractical to chase all of these, although 
it is probably technically true that this should be done. 
This action is to the credit of the Board... . good judg- 
ment can seldom be attacked successfully. 

On the other hand, many cases of legal ambiguity come 
up during the course of a year — and someone has to make 
an interpretation for the governing boards, or they draw 
their own conclusions. We think that, on too many occa- 
sions, the interpretation or conclusions are too restric- 
tive, becoming oppressive and restricting progress. Often 


they belie good judgment, as we see it. 
This attitude, if allowed to continue, can hamper the 
town dreadfully and turn all of us into ‘*Philadelphia 


lawyers’’. 


Progress Isn’t Always Wise 


Progress, strangely enough, can sometimes be a back- 


ward step. 


And we believe this to be the case with the proposed 


take-out restaurant on North 


store. 


Main st., next to the package 


It might be termed progress to have a new facility con- 
structed, with additional tax revenues to the town, and 


some local employment resulting. 
Yet this seems a backward step in many ways, 
Do we need the money so badly as to have a drive-in 


stand, well-equipped with the usual lighted signs? 
This type of operation is perfectly legal in the area, 


There’s nothing that can be done to prevent it. 

Were the facility to be set back into the Plaza — or at 
least that far from the highway — it might be more appeal- 
ing. But a roadside stand — with just enough parking in 
front to handle a few customers and a two-exit driveway — 


seems in poor taste. 


We do not believe that this is a desirable addition to 


the business community, nor does it enhance the value of 


adjoining or nearby properties.

Last year I joined with a group 
of Members of Congress, repre~ 
senting both political parties, to 
form an ad hoc Textile Committee 
to try to put the brakes on the 
steady deterioration of our U. S. 
textile industry because of foreign 
imports. We took the floor to speak 
at length on the deplorable condi~ 
tion. We petitioned the White 
House. May 2, 1961, the President 
announced a seven point program 
to grant relief to U. S, cotton 
producers and textile manufac- 
turers. 

Under a law enacted in 1956, the 
President has the power to enter 
into voluntary agreements with 
representatives of foreigngovern~ 
ments covering the export from 
such countries into our own of 
agricultural commodities and pro- 
ducts. He implemented this 
authority, carrying out point six 
of his program, when he recently 
negotiated two international cotton 
textile agreements. Represen= 
tatives of 18 other nations signed 
it, covering 90 percent of theF ree 
World trade in cotton textiles. 

However, existing law did not 
give the Chief Executive the 
authority to issue regulations to 
make provisions of the agreements 
effective against the small 
minority of cotton textile exporting

countries who did not sign them. 
Accordingly, legislation was in- 
troduced in the House to give him 
clear authority to prevent those 
countries which did not sign the 
agreements from gaining unfair 
competitive advantage over the 18 
signatories and our own domestic 
industry. 

The success of the cotton textile 
agreements is largely dependent 
upon enactment of the legislation, 
H, R. 10788. 

Last week the bill came before 
the House, and a brisk, but lop~ 
sided, debate ensued. 

Final passage, giving House 
approval to closing the loophole 
and thus permitting the President 
to act, was achieved in a record 
vote of 312-80. I voted for passage 
of the measure. 

If H. R. 10788 clears theSenate, 
as it is anticipated that it will, it 
will at least be a step forward in 
giving our hard-hit textile indus- 
tries some measure of protection. 

Meanwhile, many of you are 
writing me regarding the Ad- 
ministration’s proposed trade pro~ 
gram. During the weeks that the 
Ways and Means Committee held 
open hearings so that representa~ 
tives of industry, labor and govern- 
ment could present their views, 
I sat in on as many of the sessions 
as possible. I have solicited the 
views of leaders in our New Eng- 
land area, and I have counseled 
with experts in the Executive 
branch as well as my colleagues 
who serve on the Ways and Means 
Committee. 

The committee last week began 
executive sessions on the trade 
bill and is expected to be so 
occupied for another two weeks at 
least. Because the economic future 
of Massachusetts and our nation 
hinges so closely on the outcome 
of H. R. 9900, I will continue to 
study this complicated issue with 
all of the objectivity I possess.

Clinic Planned 


Operation VIP - vaccine im- 
munization polio - will get under- 
way May 2, when an estimated 
2,500 local children under seven 
will drink the vaccine. 

The Board of Health, in co- 
operation with the School Depart- 
ment, has arranged a public clinic, 
from 1:15 to 5 p.m, at the Central 
School, May 2. 

Children attending first gradeor 


kindergarten, in public or | 
parochial schools, will take their | 
vaccine during classes May 3 and | 


4, and need not attend the clinic. 

Younger children should be 
brought to the clinic May 2 on the 
following schedule: 

Last names between A and M, 
1:15 to 3 p.m.; last names from N 
through Z, 3-4:30 p.m. 

All youngsters who have had 
other polio immunization should 
also take the oral vaccine, ac- 


cording to Robert A.Walsh, chair- | 


man of the Board of Health. He

children. Babies over three months 
are entitled to take the liquid 
vaccine, and the proximity to the 
date they had the Salk vaccine is 
of no importance, according to 
Mr. Walsh. 

The new liquid vaccine - two 
drops are taken in a teaspoon 


of water - is for Type I polio. | 
Vaccine for Type Il will be | 


available for a clinic in June, on a 
date to be announced later. 


Children eventually will takethree | 
doses of vaccine, for Types I, II | 


and Ill polio. Type II is not as 
much of a problem, and this vaccine 


will be given at a later date. | 


Consent slips allowing children 


to take the vaccine will be sent | 


home through the schools. Extra 
copies are being prepared, so that 


the school children can take home | 


slips for their younger brothers 
and sisters. 

Each pre-school child attending 
the clinic May 2 should bring a 
consent slip, half will be returned 
to the parent or guardian for per- 
sonal records and half will be 
retained by the Board of Health. 
School children will return their 
slips at school. Parents or 
guardians must sign the slips 
before the child can be given the 
vaccine. 

Additionally, the consent slips 
will be available at the principal's 
office, Central School; at the Board 
of Health office, Town Hall and at 
the Memorial Hall Library, 
starting April 23.
